That any delegate being absent one half hour from 
the commencement of any session, shall be fined fifty 
cents. 

On motion, adjourned to 3 o’clock P. M. 


3 u’clock P. M. 
Convention called to order. G. P. inthe chair.— 
Minutes read and approved. 

A credential from Bro. Henry Hazleton, of No. 29, 
appointing Bro. Thomas H. Stewart, of No. 41, his 
substitute, was received, and Bro. Stewart took his 
seat in the Convention. 

On motion, the Convention then went into commit- 
tee of the whole on the Constitution. 

The committee rose, reported progress, and the 
Convention adjourned to 7 o’cluck b. ‘ 

7 o’clock, P. M. 

Convention met, and resolved itself into the com- 
mittee of the whole on the Constitution. 

The committee rose and repcerted the Constitution 
for the State complete. 

A motion was then adopted, to have the Constitution 
read Article by Article. 

A motion to reconsider this vote was lost—12 to 13. 

A motion to adjourn till 8 o’clock next morning— 
lost. 

The Constitution was then real and adopted, as fol- 
lows:

PREAMBLE. 

When men become sensible to wrongs to which 
they are no longer willing to submit, and it is deemed 
by them necessary to form combinations for the pur- 
pose more effectually to remove them, justice demands 
that the nature of those wrongs should be published to 
the world. To this end, we submit the following as 
among the evils of which we complain, and cf which 
we Desa the removal. 

e complain of the legislation of the country—that 
it is calculated, and intended, to make labor the slave 
of capital—that with this view, private and collective 


& | capital has been privileged in every way that human 


ingenuity could devise, to further its interests and give 
supremacy to its influence upon the great body of so- 
ciety—that the individuals who represent this capital, 
have, under the operation of such legislation, become 
possessed of an influence and power wholly inconsis- 
tent with the just demands of the producing classes— 
that our legislators have totally disregarded the prayers 
of our petitions for a redress of our wrongs, and in 
sume instances have treated them with absolute con 

tempt. 

e complain, that particular classes of individuals 
are by such legislation continually the recipients of 
especial favors, without ever making any other return 
than that of sowing the seeds of contention among the 
masses; and whose highest interests are best subserv- 
ed by the dissentions and broils that are the inevitable 
result of their operations—that our Codes of Law have 
been purposely made so complicated that no citizen, 
however intelligent, is able to correctly understand 
them—thereby enabling a host of Law Doctors to fat- 
ten and carick thetasdives, by pretended expositions of 
that which ought to be made plain to every person of 
common sense. 


We complain that from causes partially above enu- 
merated, the exactions upon labor are such that leaves 
no time that is at all adequate.to the discharge of the 
important duties which the laborer owes either to him- 
self or family. He is deprived of more than one-half 
his hard earnings, to support a system of iddleness and 
extiavagance, that is corrupting in its character, and 
has its origin in the sickly sentiment of some, that la- 
bor is dishonorable. Toil, inthe correct and unbiassed 
judgment of the world, is in the highest degree hono- 
rable and ennobling; idleness, on the other hand, is 
degrading and a curse. Produciion is the bulwark of 
individual and national independence and greatness.— 
Non-production is their bane and sure destruction. 

We complain, that under the present relations of ca- 
pital and labor, a whole life time of patient toil is in- 
sufficient to the accumulation of the necessary means 
for a comfortable and decent support for declining age 
—that in most instances, the pampered master views 
with composure and perfect sel{-complacency the beg 
gard relics of him who has been for years the faithful 
contributor to his wordly stores. 

We complain, that the necessity exists for us to en- 
ter into a combination to meet the combinations of 
other classes; to obtain a restitution of those rights 
which are, by all the laws of Nature and of Nature’s 
God, our own. Union is strength. United, we can 
bid defiance to the assaults «f corrupting selfishness; 
secure impartial justice in the formation and adminis- 
tration of our laws, and assume that dignity to which 
our importance to the civilized world so justly entitles us
